According to the financial statistics 
for the year 1910, particulars of which 
have just been published, the number 
{of workers in the wool industry (in 
| which the wool is made up) has de- 
}ereased from 1,018 to 985, whilst the 
; number of persons employed in these 
| works has increased from 141,998 to 
162,722; that is an increase of 26,724, 
or from 139 to 171 per concern, The 
number of female workers alone in- 
icreased from 56,682 to 75,869, The 
Wages paid in the year 190h averaged 
$388 per annum, or $7.50 per week; in 
1909 the numbers were $428 and $8.25 
respectively, The value of the produce 
rose from $2,098 to $2,488 per head of 
all employers, 

The same statistics show that the 
silk factories, during the period 1906- 
1909, increased in number from 624 to 
852, whilst the number of employees 
rose from 79,601 to: 99,,087, including 
4,027 and 6,201 salaried officials, and 
45,000 and 62,000 women respectively.
